Explains to the Court the Dangers 


That Threaten the 


Water Company. 


In the case of the Contra Costa Wa- 


ter Company against the City of Oak- 
land in the United States Circuit Court 
in San Francisco today, Ed'vard Mc- 
Gary, secretary of the comj any pre- 
sented affidavits which sr.owe.1 r.hat the 
financial stjuiding of the company in 
question had been seriously affected by 
water rate legislation of the Council, 
and that if the proposed new ordinance 
should be declared null and void, the 
company would be compelled to bring 
about 5000 suits against the tonsumers 
to collect the difference be'wsen the 
proposed new rates and the rates now 
In effect and that this would result in 
the almost absolute loss to the- company 
of the thousands of dollars involved. 
The affidavits are as follows.
